He 
thanked ail his old friends for their assistance 
and fealty, and expressed his gratitude to his 
children for their constant love and affection 
towards their mother and himself. As they 
Were a very united family, he made his will 
in veneral terms, knowing that it would be 
carried out in accordance with his wishes and 
desires. 

As to charities, he wished that his executors 
would remember the objects to which he was 
accustomed to send an annual sum prior to 
his becoming Governor-General, and in the 
Winding up of his affairs he requested that 
Mr. R. J. Stephenson, solicitor, should be 
employed, as hitherto Mr. Stephenson had 
received no remuneration for the advice and 
assistance that he gave to the testator.

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Need for Improved Economic 
Conditions.

KILLARNEY, Sunday. 

N the course of an address at the opening 

| of the Killarney Feis to-day, Mr. James 

Fenton said that the first meeting of 
National teachers ever held in Ireland to plead 
for the preservation of Irish took place in 
that town thirty-five years ago. The Gaelic 
League was yet only at the very commence- 
ment of its tremendous sphere of duty. Its 
influence was as much needed as ever at the 
present moment to form and leaven public 
opinion in favour of the traditional Gaelic 
nation. 

The Gaelic League, he added, 
Irish into the schools, but the schools by 
themselves could never save Irish. Irish 
would never be saved unless the entire nation 
—Church and State—willed it, and, having 
willed it, worked out with thoroughness plans 
for the resuscitation of the dying speech. 
Such a programme was feasible, but eo far 
they were only toying with the fringes of the 
matter. A Government’s programme could 
accomplish little without strong popular sup- 
ort. There should be no half measures. 
They should either drop all efforts at restoring 
Irish or go thoroughly about the work. 


ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 


The opposition to the teaching of Irish 
came largely from an absence of long vision, 
and was grounded on what might be referred 
to as immediate economic conditions. lí 
economic conditions in Ireland, more especially 
in the Gaeltacht, did not radically improve 
in the near future it would be difficult to meet 
the objections of the parents. If very many 
of the children were doomed to eternal exile 
in the great English-speaking centres of in- 
dustry and commerce, it was natural that the 
thorough acquisition of a good knowledge of 
English should occupy the spare energy of 
the pupils. 

The question of the revival of Irish must 
be faced from the point of view of 
radial improvement in economic conditions, 
and - training of the entire population as 
to the absolute necessity of restoring Irish 
for preserving and fostering Irish 
nationality. It was the opinion of some of 
the most intellectual Gaels he met that if 
half the energy expended on the teaching of 
Irish to teachers and pupils during the past 
eight years had been devoted to the teaching 
of Irish history, Irish songs and Irish folk- 
lore, they would have laid better foundations 
and’ made much greater progress than they 
had done. 

Their people must be saved from want. 
It was almost cruel to force half starved 
children in the schools, and keep them there 
suffering from the pangs of hunger. How 
could such children be enthusiastic about 
Irish or about anything else. Children 
should be well fed, and until such time as 
their parents were provided with better land 
all pupils should be provided with a sub- 
stantial meal at school. It would more than 
repay the nation. He knew of no expendi 
ture that would give such good results. 


FEIS NAOMH MEL. 


eaking at the annual Feis Naomh Mee 
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ngford yesterday, Mr. Cormac Breath- | 


neach, after denouncing foreign dances, said 
that the primary object of the Gaelic League 
was the support of the Irish language, 
cause without a language there was no 
nation. ‘‘We rely chiefly on the young,” 
he said, ‘‘ because we do not expect those 
who have reached a matured age, having all 
the responsibilities of life thrust upon them, 
to find time for study. 

The speaker appealed for greater support 
for Irish industries. ‘‘If every Irishman 
and woman used only Irish manufacture, 
there would be no unemployment in the 
country to-day,’ he said. ‘‘Unfortunately 
the people purchased foreign materials when 
they got them a penny cheaper, and there 
were consequently people starving in Ireland.”’ 

Mr. P. Cadmall: T.D., said that the cause 
of the Irish language had been the object of 
an insidious propaganda decrying its useful- 
ness, but the cause would succeed against all 
the efforts made to injure it. 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 


Lord Ashbourne, President of the Gaelic 
League, opening the Laoighise County Feis, 
said that he was convinced that the Irish 
people would never be efficacious or strong 
until they spoke their own language. The 
Gaelic League was trying to give them their 
own language so that they would be able 
to use it and go forward into the modern 
world and hold their own in it. The appeal 
of the Gaelic League was to the whole body 
of the Irish for an Irish nation without. any 
borders or artificial frontiers. 

He had no great faith in negotiations about 
the border, because they were being carried 
on by politicians. Therefore, without in any 
way blaming the politicians, as such, he simply 
emphasised the fact that the Gaelic League 
was not aiming at that, but at something 
against which no politicians could stand—a 
body of opinion which would recognise Ire- 
land as Ireland. 


HOME INDUSTRIES’ PLEA. 


Lord Longford, speaking at the Offaly Feis 
held at Kilcormac, said that they should make 
Ireland an Irish-speaking nation from Cork 
to Belfast, and from Dublin to Galway. They 
had heard a lot about bi-lingualism, or the 
learning of two languages. Some people could 
learn a dozen languages, but a country could 
have only one national language. 

No Government could save the language or 
the industries of the country if the people did 
not support them. Jugo-Slavia,. which he 
visited recently, where they spoke the native 
language, sang their own songs, dressed in 
clothes manufactured in the country, had 
been an example of national revival.

HOSPITALS. 


NEW CONTROL SYSTEM 
URGED,

LIMERICK, Saturday.

of County and District Medical 
Officers, held in Limerick to-day, 
questions relating to the well-being of the 
profession and the institutions with which 
they are connected were discussed. 

Dr. O’Connor, Resident Medical Officer, 
Croom County Hospital, presided. 

The meeting approved of the action of the 
authorities in applying a proportion of the 
forthcoming Sweepstake to county and dis- 
trict hospitals, which, the Chairman said, 
was sorely needed. . 

The Chairman, referring to the administra- 
tion of county and district hospitals, said that 
the present system of control was undesirable, 
as the Health Boards were composed mainly 
of laymen. What was required was closer 
co-operation between the Boards and the medi- 
cal profession, and, with that object, he sug- 
gested that a medical man with technical 
knowledge should be a member of the Board 
They should try and get the Department of 
Local Government to recognise that principle 
in the interests of the institutions. 


OVERLAPPING SYSTEM. 


The Hon. Secretary said that it would be 
better to have central control altogether, as 
the present system led to overlapping. 

A resolution was adopted for submission 
to the Department of Local Government, urg- 
ing closer co-operation in the control of hos- 
pitals between the Health Boards and medica] 
profession, and suggesting, in the interests of 
the hospitals, that there should be a medical 
representative on every Board of Health to 
give the necessary technical advice on 
questions of management. 

A resolution was also passed requesting the 
Dail and Ministers to insist that the Boards 
of Health should carry out their statutory 
obligations as regards maintenance of county 
hospitals under their control. 

It was decided that a «atement be sent to 
the Medical Board relative to hospitals. 
recommending that the medical officer be 
in control of every department, and request 
ing the Minister to issue a circular to that 
effect to each Eoard of Health in the 
country.

STERILITY IN CATTLE. 

Reference was made to the serious losses 
the farmers had sustained in this area in 
common with many other districts of the 
country in consequence of the sterility of their 
dairy cows, and it wag stated that several 
prominent herds were absent from this cause. 

Mr. W. J. Patterson, Agricultural In- 
structor under County Tyrone Committee of 
Agriculture, said that sterility had become 
ver revalent among cattle in that district, 
pr | « could assure the farmers that the 
Ministry of Agriculture was doing. every- 
thing possible to discover the cause and the 
cure. 

Referring to the use of iodine as a preven- 
tive of sterility, Mr. Patterson said that there 
were a few cases within his own experience 
where iodine had been administered in very 
strong doses—much stronger than the 
ordinary veterinary inspector would prescribe 
—and, to his knowledge, these cows had pro- 
duced calves, while there were one or two 
cases where the cows were treated with iodine 
by injection, yet sterility remained. He was 
oi the opinion it was a physical defect, The 
iodine should be administered to the cows 
in the form of minerals, and he suggested 
that it would be worth the farmers’ while to 
feed to their cows a good supply of minerals 
with a strong dose of iodine in the form of 
otassium iodide. 

The President of the Society, Mr. James 
S. Crockett, J.P., thanked Mr. Patterson 
for his advice.

IMPRISONED FOR HOURS. 


_ At Langley, Worcestershire, rain fell 
incessantly for nearly an hour, and many 
streets were flooded.

STRUCK BY THUNDERBOLT. 


A tobacco kiosk on the Lenton Abbey 
estate, near Nottingham, was struck by a 
thunderbolt, which carried part of a roof 
for fifty yards.

TWO HOURS’ THUNDER- 
STORM. 


A terrific thunderstorm, which lasted 
more than two hours, broke over Blackpool 
this afternoon. Streets were flooded from 
end to end, and water entered many houses 
to a depth of from one foot to three feet. 
In Whitegate Drive the flood assumed 
river-like proportions, running a course of 
over a quarter of a mile. It ripped up the 
road for twenty yards, causing several 
tramcars to leave the rails. 

The tramway service in this part of the 
town had to be suspended for over an hour. 
Before the service was suspended 
passengers alighting from tramcars found 
themselves knee-deep in water, and men 
carried women to the footpaths, but even 
the footpaths had not escaped the flood, 
and in many places they were a foot or 
more under water. ' 

Motorists who tried to plough their way 
tnrough the flood had the bonnets of their 
cars almost covered by water, and could 
not proceed until the flood had subsided. 
Hundreds of people who were out of doors 
were unable to get home owing to floods 
in the roads. In many cases people whose 
houses were invaded by water removed 
furniture to upstairs rooms. School play- 
grounds and recreation grounds in some 
parts resembled lakes. 

The thunderstorm was accompanied by 
unusually loud peals of thunder and vivid 
sheet lightning. Owing to the floods there 
were several sewer bursts, and people 
living near by had to barricade their doors 
to stop the inrush of water. Rain, which 
began to fall about one o'clock, fell almost 
incessantly all over the town for five hours. 
The thunderstorm broke at about four 
o'clock. 


FIVE HOURS’ RAINFALL. 


Between one and six o'clock the rainfall 
was 1.53 inches-——as muchas Blackpool had 
during the whole of May. 

Mr. and Mrs. A. F. Harvey. of Queen 
Victoria road, were among those who 
suffered from the flood in their houses. 
‘Tt was about half-past five when the 
water came rushing in suddenly,” Mr. 
Harvey said. ‘‘ It poured in through the 
front door and welled up through the floor 
boards in the kitchen. We banked up the 
doors. but it did little good. The water 
rose to two or three feet, and although we 
removed furniture and other things 
upstairs practically everything was 
ruined,”’

Both in imports and exports the figures 
in all cases show a decrease, but the most 
substantial decrease is that of exports from 
the Free State to countries other than 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. The 
exports to all other countries fell in the 
four months by more than one-third. Re- 
exports to all countries fell by over one- 
half. 


COUNTRIES ABROAD. 


Imports from the United States fell from 
£1,480,944 to £854,227, while exports fell 
from £885,956 to £237,843. Exports to the 
Argentine fell from £48,925 to £7,805, 
while imports from that country rose from 
£407,443 to £429,324. Imports from 
Canada fell from £221,809 to £202,781. 
while exports were down from 
£90,050 to £11,794. Exports to Germany 
fell from £96,083 to £26,619, and the 
exports to Australia slumped from £82,180 
to £5,046. Belgium and France are two 
countries to which exports increased in the 
period under review, Belgium increasing 
from £33,086 to £51,373, and France from 
£37,478 to £46,241. In the case of 
Sweden both imports and exports fell by 
about half. The Free State imports from 
Soviet Russia are virtually nil, but 
exports in the four months of last year, 
presumably in tractors and tractor parts 
from Cork, were valued at £299,895, 
but in the four months of this year they 
fell to £1,285. 


£4 FOR SIAM. 

An interesting point is that in the four 
months of last year imports from Siam 
were valued at £1, which this year rose 
to £4, while exports to that country in 
the same period in 1930 were £7,893, but 
in 1931 these have fallen to £2,668. 

Among the imports under the head of 
food there has been a reduction in bacon 
and hams. In the four months of last 
year these were valued at £625,134, but 
in the present year this figure has fallen 
to £491,846. Butter also shows a substan- 
tial fall from £185,873 to £167,221. The

BERLIN, Sunday. 

COMPLETE unanimity of views re- 

garding the emergency decree, +s 

well as his refusal to agree to the imme- 

diate convocation of the Reichstag, is the 

result of Chancellor Bruening’s visit to 

President von Hindenburg at the latter s 
east Prussian estate. 

Chancellor Bruening is back in Berlin 
with the full authority of the President 
to act as he considers proper, and, conse- 
quently, the political crisis is generally 
regarded as on the way to a satisfactory 
solution. 

The Chancellor ¢ iheres steadfastly to 
his decision not to have the Reichstag 
interfering at this critical juncture i. 
the world’s affairs with the emergency 
decree, and te will resign rather than 
submit to such interference. 

Neither has he any intention of reform- 
ing the Cabinet in accordance with the 
wishes of the heavy industrialists and 
some of the deputies of the Peoples’ Party 
who want to get rid of the Foreign Minis- 
ter, Dr. Curtius. 


AMBASSADORS’ TASK, 


The Chancellor, on the other hand, is 
prepared to meet the party leaders and to 
examine the possi.ility of removing some 
of the hardships from the emergency decree 
so long as the financial result of the de 
cree remains unimpaired. 

The German Ambassadors in Paris, 
Rome and Washington have been invited 
to come to Berlin as soon as possible in 
order to report to the Government regard- 
ing the feeling towards the revision of 
reparations in the countries to which they 
are accredited. 

The German Ambassador in London has 
not been included in this invitation, as 
the Government was fully informed at 
Chequers in regard to the British attitude. 

It will depend to a great extent on the 
reports which the Government receives 
from its Ambassadors as to how and when 
the Government will undertake its first 
official step in the matter of reparations. 


REPARATIONS RELIEF. 


A resolution supporting the efforts of 
the German Government and the Chan- 
cellor to get Germany's reparations’ bur- 
den Jightened was passed by a meeting of 
the Centre Party attended by Chancellor 
Bruening himself and other leaders of the 
party held at Hildesheim to-day. 

“Only.” says the resolution, ‘‘ by a 
speedy solution of the reparations ques. 
tion can that economic and political tran 
quility be acquired which will safbghard 
Germany and other countries of Europe 
from revolutionary outbreaks and untold 
misery. We, therefore, summon al! 
earnest and understanding people in the 
world to take the necessary decisions 
before it is too late. The German people 
cannot bear greater burdens, and have 
the right to life and freedom in an orderly 
and peaceful Europe.’ 


THE HINDENBURG LINE. 


A speech on the crisis by President von 
Hindenburg himse® marked big celebra- 
tions that took place at Marienburg to- 
day to mark the seven hundredth anni- 
versary of @> crossing of the Vistula by 
the Teutc ge knights. Huge crowds were 
present af the Marienburg Castle, where 
the celebrations took place, and enthu- 
siastically cheered the ‘‘ saviour of Fast 
Prussia.”’ 

The President said that Germany—and 
especially East Prussia, which had been 
sundered from the mother country by the 
calamitous frontier drawn up at Versailles 
—was again passing through a hard 
period. 

““As our forefathers held out and 
trusted in God in the worst times,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘so must we also master the 
present crisis in full, united and deter- 
mined strength.’’ 

Herr Treviranus, a member of the 
Cabinet, said that it was unthinkable that 
a German Government could ever 
surrender Fast Prussia, which was the 
corner stone of the Reich, whose in- 
tangibility was the basis of Germany's 
national existence. 


BANK RATE RISE. 


In ,his statement to the Reichsbank 
directorate explaining the reason for the 
increase in the discount rate, the Reichs- 
bank President, Dr. Luther, said: ‘‘ The 
numerous credit withdrawals and sales of 
securities held abroad are not due to 
economic changes inside Germany, but to 
events of another kind amongst which 
matters relating to the Austrian Kredit- 
anstalt are prominent. 

“The MReichsbank directorate em- 
phasises that, irrespective of the con- 
tinuance of the general conomic diffi- 
culties, the German economic position and 
credit conditions give no ground for the 
situation that has arisen. In view of 
actual developments in the foreign 
currency market the Reichsbank 
directorate, however, considers an increase 
of the discount rate by two per cent. as 
from to-day to be necessary.”’

OWNER 
LOST ON 
MAIDEN VOYAGE. 


R. EDWARD GALE, a gun-maker 
and sports outfitter, of Barnstaple, 
was drowned while out in his yacht 
Pastime in the Channel in the early hours 
of yesterday. The accident was reported 
by the captain of the yacht, Captain 
Rogers, of Braunton, when he put in at 
Ilfracombe Harbour. It would appear that 
Mr. Gale was reaching the fore staysail 
when the accident happened. It was dark 
and blowing hard, and it is thought that 
the sail must have knocked him overboard. 
He was seen in the trough of the sea, and 
he caught hold of a rope that was thrown 
to him, but the next moment he dis- 
appeared. Mr. Gale, who was fifty-seven, 
bought the yacht at Barry about a fort- 
night ago. He leaves a widow and grown- 
up son and daughter. 


BROUGHT BACK 
HANDED. 


Later details show that the yacht was 
brought to land from a distance fifteen 
miles out at sea single-handed by Captain 
Rogers, aged sixty-two, who had to con- 
tend with rough weather. The vacht left 
Appledore last Wednesday week on her 
maiden trip and put in at Padstow. 

“ We left Padstow on Saturday morn- 
ing about five o'clock,” said Captain 
Rogers to a reporter yesterday. 

“The weather was fine up to midnight. 
A strong wind struck us from the south- 
east, and the wind and the sea became 
very rough. The thunder was severe, and 
the lightning played about us. When the 
storm was on some of the boat’s gear was 
carried away, and the jibsail was carried 
away, and Mr. Gale went forward to 
secure it. I shouted to him to come back, 
but, with the wind blowing hard, I could 
not make him hear. I was at the steering 
wheel, and a moment or two later, looking 
round over my shoulder, I saw his head 
past the stern of the boat in the water. 

“I threw a rope to hii and held on to 
it, and was pulling him in, when all at 
once the rope slackened, coming away in 
my hand. Mr. Gale disappeared, and I 
was left on my own. What ane I do 
not know. Possibly he received a blow 
from the stern of the boat. lt was pitch 
dark at the time, and I could not see him. 
It would not take much to knock a man 
out in that sort of weather. 

““I expect the boat shipped a sea, and 
that Mr. Gale in stepping back slipped, or 
else possibly a sail hit him.

FASCISM AND THE 
VATICAN. 


Another Note from the Vatican to the 
Italian Government is expected to-day 'u 


the original Papal protests against the 
anti-Catholic demonstrations of students, 
and against the attempted dissolution ol 
the Young People’s Organisation of the 
Azione Cattolica, 

Commenting editorially upon the situa- 
tion The Times to-day says:—The Pope 
has from time to time set forth the views 
of the Church upon social questions in 
vigorous and unequivocal language, and 
with many of these pronouncements the 
Fascist would, no doubt, be in compiete 
agreement. It may be assumed that the 
Pope’s exhortations upon marriage, birth 


social scheme, 
to workers and emplovers, had 
approval of many Fascists, but upon two? 
cardinal issues—the training of the vounz 
and the personal conduct of the adult— 
Fascist and Catholic hold incompatible 
opinions. 

The agreement of two vears ago had 
hardly been signed when the Pope and the 
Duce were engaged in a public controversy 
over education. 
training of the voung to chance or to the 
whim of parent or teacher; each would 
direct the training of the future adult 
from his earliest vears towards a definite 
ideal. But the Fascist ideal is a race oi 
conquerors, glorving in foree, and the 
(Church seeks to form the character of the 
neople upon the princinles of the re- 
leon of peace. For the Fascist the 
individual must be subordinate’ to 
the State. The Church, though it 
inculeates the duty of obedience to 
authority, sets the rights of the individual 
higher than the claims of the State. An 
intense and aggressive nationalism is the 
boast of Fascism; this cannot commend 
itself to an international Church that has 
adherents in everv land. 

OPPOSED AT EVERY POINT. 

Fascists are taught their creed in 
organisations for infants, for children and 
for youths and young women ; the Church 
could not observe this training without 
misgiving and without making renewed 


voung with its own teachings. The Pope 
and Signor Mussolini were thus opposed at 
every point that mattered. Very soon 
after the Treaty and the Concordat came 
into force there was also friction over the 
associations of Catholic adults. The Con- 
cordat limited the number of these bodies 
and the scope of their activities; but. 
however sincerely the heads of these asso- 
ciations may have tried to keep within the 
imposed and accepted limits—and it need 
not be assumed that their discretion has 
always equalled their zeal—it was inevit- 
able that men acting upon an ardently 
Catholic rule of conduct should arouse 
frequent complaint from Fascists. 

It is upon these very matters—the train- 
ing of the young and the activities of the 
chief of the Catholic societies, the Azone 
Cattolica—that the present dispute has 
arisen.

SQUALL. 


HEAVY LOSS OF 
LIFE. FEARED. 


FIVE HUNDRED ON 
BOARD. 


SHIP BELIEVED TO HAVE 
STRUCK ROCKS. 


From Revter’s CorRESPONDENT. 


ST. NAZAIRE, Sunday. : 

[! is reported that the Saint Philbert, 

a vessel owned by a local com- 
pany possessing a number of small 
steamers, has been sunk in a sudden 
squall on the Cahtelliers Rocks, off 
St. Gildas, about five miles from here, 
with the loss of many lives. News af 
the sinking of the vessel has been con- 


firmed. 
It is believed that there were 500 to 
600 persons on board. 


The news, it is understood, was trans- 
mitted by telegraph from the lighthouse 
on the Cape of St. Gildas, the southern- 
most point of the estuary of the Loire. 
The lighthouse informed a St. Nazaire 
salvage and pilot boat company that a 
disaster had occurred to the St. Philbert, 
and the company, acting on the informa- 
tion, despatched the tug Pornic to the spot 
indicated. 

According to reports current here, the 
St. Philbert left Nantes with 500 or 600 
passengers on board. They were members 
of the co-operative union of the Loire 
Inferieure, and were bound for an excur- 
sion to the island of Noirmoutiers, to the 
south of the estuary. 

The St. Philbert left Noirmoutiers about 
ó p.m. There was already a gale blowing, 
which increased i: force, and it is feared 
that the passengers, in order to escape the 
full force of the wind, all crowded to one 
side of the vessel, giving it a heavy list 
and placing it at the mercy of a heavy 
swell, very common in this region, which 
overwhelmed the vessel.

The pleasure steamer St. Philbert—not 
St. Philibert—foundered in a storm this 
afternoon in the estuary of the Loire.

It is believed that there were 
about 500 persons on board the ill-fated 
steamer. Lifeboats have put out from 
Saint Nazaire and all the neighbouring 
stations in the hope of saving some of the 
survivors. 

The lighthouse keeper on Cape St. Gildas, 
the southernmost point of the Loire 
estuary, saw the pleasure steamer rolling 
violently in the heavy seas. The passengers 
had apparently crowded all on one side, 
and the vessel had a dangerous list. 
Suddenly it was seen to turn turtle, and

PROVISIONS OF NEW FREE 
STATE BILL. 

The new bill introduced by Mr. P.

The Ambulance and Nursing Divisions 
paraded tinder the command of District Officer 
A. J. MacWilliam: ~ Officer Commanding 
Ambulance Division—Assistant Commissioner 
A. J. O'Connor. Nursing Divisions—Lady 
District Sdperintendent— Mies E. F. Bland- 
ford. Lady District Officers—Mrs. Shanks 
and Miss Overend. 

Major-General Sir William Hickie, the 
inspecting officer, was received with the 
general solute. He was accompanied by the 
Commissioner, Sir John Lumsden ; Sir Thomas 
Molony, Sir Robert Tate.

When the inspection was over all ranks 
marched past, and the parade advanced to the 
saluting base, where they were addressed by 
Sir William Hickie. 

GENERAL HICKIE’S ADDRESS. 

He first congratulated them on the 
efficiency they had displayed. The Irish 
public were very grateful to all those women 
and men, voluntary workers, who were to 
be found wherever there was pain or suffer- 
ing and accident or chance of accident. 

“ We have, he said, ' got so accustomed 
to you and to your ‘uniforms that it may 
appear that we casually take it for granted 
that you will be there when we want your 
help.

THE PUBLIC AND FUNDS. 

The Commissioner (Sir John Lumsden) 
thanked Sir William Hickie on behalf of the 
Brigade. He said that they had been in- 
spected by many distinguished men in past 
years, but none more so than Sir William 
Hickie, who, since the War, had done much 
national work and had helped the ex-Service 
man. “ 
Sir John thanked all ranks for their 
splendid unselfish service during the- past 
year.

AMERICAN. WARSHIPS 
STANDING BY. 


From Revuter’s CorRESPONDENT. 
on NEW YORK, Sunday. 
IR HUBERT WILKINS’S submarine, 
the Nautilus, which was on its way to 
London en route to Spitzbergen and the 
North Pole, is disabled in mid-Atlantic, 
according to advices received in Washing- 
ton. The steamship Indépendence Hall 
and ‘the ' United States battleships 
Arkansas and Wyoming are standing by. 
The Nautilus, which is a re-named, re- 
equipped naval submarine, sailed from 
Provincetown, Massachusetts, ten days 
ago, carrying Sir Hubert himself and the 
party of scientists who are to accompany 
him in his daring cruise under the ice to 
the North Pole. Three other members of 
the expedition were to join the party in 
London. 


EARLIER MISHAPS. 


The Nautilus had earlier met with two 
misfortunes. During her first sea trip 
after being reconditioned Quartermaster 
Grimmer was swept overboard and 
drowned. Then, during her first diving 
test in Hudson River in April, a serious 
leak developed in a temporary patch on 
the periscope tube, and sie had to come 
to the surface as quickly as possible. 
Nevertheless, her diving tests were highly 
satisfactory. 

At the same time, this latest misfortune 
gives interest to the prophecy made in 
March by Miss Grace Ellery Williams, an 
American astrologist, that the submarine 
would not reach the North Pole, but would 
be forced to return after an accident and 
many delays. 


AMBITIOUS PROJECT. 


The Nautilus, which is 175 feet long, 
carries eighteen months’ provisions, and 
has sufficient fuel and oil for a cruise of 
four thousand miles. She is also equipped 
with wireless. It was hoped that the sub- 
marine will be able co make a rendezvous 
at the North Pole with the Graf Zeppelin 
airship, which is to set out for the Pole 
this summer. 

Scientists on board the submarine wil! 
investigate the microscopic life of the sea 
under the eternal ice of the Pole. A 
special mechanism invented by Professor 
A. C. Hardy, head of the Department of 
Zoology and Oceanography in University 
College, Hull, will be used for this pur- 
pose. 

The Nautilus has been most thoroughly 
tested as to her fitness to withstand the 
peculiar conditions of her unique voyage. 
She is fitted with a gyro-compass instead 
of the ordinary magnetic compass, and 
this will avoid the possibility of in- 
accuracy occurring as the result of ex- 
ternal conditions. She has developed an 
effective speed of eleven knots: 

When she was named by Lady Wilkins 
a bucket of cracked ice was used instead 
of the customary bottle of champagne. 


DANGER OF DELAY, 


Given favourable conditions" for” the 
trans-Atlantic crossing, the Naatilus was 
expected to accomplish the trip to London 
in twenty days, which would mean her 
arriving in ten days time. Significance is 
lent to the present mishap by the state- 
ment made a few days ago by Professor 
Sverdrup, the Norwegian authority, who 
pointed out that the season was getting 
late, and said that any further delay 
would place the whole undertaking in 
jeopardy. The start from Spitzbergen, he 
said, must be made not later than July 
10th. 

The professor, who is himself to accom- 
pany the expdeition,. added that it would 
not be an anmixed evil if the expedition 
were postponed this year, as extended 
and much-needed experiments could then 
be carried out with Soitelintaee as a base, 
a most desirable thing from the technical 
and scientific point of view. 

NAVAL REPORT. 

The Navy Department have received 
the following message from the Rear- 
Admiral Commanding the United States 
ships Arkansas and Wyoming :— 

“ Battleships standing by the Nautilus, 
latitude 46.40 north, longitude 30.40 west. 
Nautilus starboard engine and port motor 
disabled. Batteries dead.’’ 

The message added :— ‘‘ When the sea 
moderates the Wyoming will take the 
submarine in tow and proceed to the 
nearest port—probably Queenstown.”’ 

It is understood that the damage to the 
batteries of the Nautilus resulted in a 
mishap yesterday and that one of ‘the 
cylinders of the starboard engine cracked 
when there’ was a’ low charge in the 
battery.. 

Later. 

A wireless message from the President 
Roosevelt, which is standing by the sub- 
marine Nautilus, reports that all is well 
‘on board the submarine, which is pro- 
ceeding under the power of her un- 
damaged port engine, and is making 
seven knots. Her position is given as 
46.40 N., 30.35 W.

OBITUARY.

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| LORD TRENT. 

Lord Trent, who had been ill. for some 
weeks, died. on Saturday. at his residence, 
Millbrook, Jersey, aged eighty-one. 

Jesse Boot, first Baron Trent, was founder 
of the extensive drucgist business known as 
Boots’ Pure Drug Company, .Limited. He 
received the honour of knighthood in 1909: 
was created baronet in 1916, and in 1929 a 
barony was conferred on him in recognition 
of his many acts of munificence in the City of 
Nottingham. and elsewhere. 

Lord Trent started business in a small 

way. His health was delicate, and at the 
age of thirty-six he had almost decided to 
retire, when he married Miss Florence Rowe, 
of Jersey. His business afterwards extended 
rapidly. Boots’ shops were seen in every 
English town and district, and the lending 
libraries connected with them hecame as well 
known as the drugs and chemicals which were 
their chief concern. 
_ In later years Lord Trent was almost com- 
pletely crippled by rheumatoid arthritis, but 
from his invalid couch he still directed both 
his business affairs and his great philan- 
thropic efforts. His contributions to the 
University .of -Bristol alone amounted to 
about £1,000.000. So completely disabled 
was Lord Trent that when, in 1928, the 
University was opened bv the King, he had 
to listen to the wireless record of the cere- 
mony.

The series of Tourist Trophy 
commence in the Isle of Man to-day 
nineteenth which have been held by 
Cycle Union. Inaugurated in 1907, thev hare 
been held every year since that date with the 
exception of the war period. A total entry of 153 
machinés has heen received for the three races, 
which 1s the largest number of entries the races 
have attracted since 1923. The increased support 
is partly to he attributéd to the action of the 
Isle of Man authorities in placing at the disposal 
of the promoters of the races a considerable sum 
of money for the purpose of assisting in the 
payment of the expenses of foreign and Colonial 
riders, 

To-day's race, the Junior event, is for machines 
with engines of under 350 ce. capacity: the 
Lightweight race for machines with engines not 
exceeding 250 c.c. capacity will be decided on 
Wednesday; and on Friday the week's racing will 
cume to a conclusion with the Senior contest for 
machines of under 500 c.c. capacity. 

INTERNATIONAL CHARACTER. 

The Senior race has received the largest number 
of entries--namely. 58. as against 44 for the 
Lightweight, and 51 for the Junior. The inter- 
national character of the races will he gleaned 
from the fact that six European countries and 
fonr of the Colonies are represented amongst the 
entrants. The European countries iaclude Belgium, 
Germany, Italy, Switzerland, Sweden, and Austria, 
while the Colonies are represented by riders from 
South Africa, New Zealand, Canada, and Aus- 
tralia. 

Five Irish riders are entered 
the same number as last year. 
who has alrerady won the Junior and Senior 
events, will ride in the 350 c.c. and 6500 €.c. 
classes. Tyrell Smith, last years winner of the 
Junior race, will defend his title to that trophy, 
and will, in addition, ride in the Lightweight 
and Senior events. W. Johnston. also-a T. 
winner, will ride in all three races, his mount 
in the Lightweight being an Italian machine. 

The other two Irish riders are C. TW. W. 
Manders, who will ride in the Lightweight and 
Junior events; and J. J. Byrne, who will ride in 
the Senior. Manders has already ridden in the 
Isle of Man in the Amateur Road Race, but Byrne 
is making his first appearance in the Island.
